Still 
pooplo do not seem ablo as yet to compre- 
hend bow banks cnn exist without issue of 
notes, but I think in tho course of time they 
will come to the conclusion that tho credit 
currency shontd be issued by tliu govern- 
Jiient alone. Tho objection is made that it 
would not bo safe to put it within Uio power 
of congress to control tho volume of the cur- 
rency. Congress has already power to con- 
trol the business of the country, anil exer- 
cises it constantly by tariff and reveuuo laws 
and by treaties. 
There are always some 


men ia congress who miiko it their business 
to know. nil about some ouo subject, and 
niembers who havo not studied the question 
roly upon them for information how to vote. 
This, iiowovor, is not a practical question nt 
present, but will como up in tho future after 
tho debt is paid.'' 


"You think then that this congress will 


provido for a continuation of the national 
banking system so long as enough of the na- 
tional debt remains unpaid to serve as n basis 
oC circulation!"
